jiriiicipl.i coiniiletely different from tlio 
anti-toxin princiiilos." 

I'rof. \'oii fieliriiig tlien pave n, 
leiiglli.v leiilmlcal desci'lption of bow 
tuberculosis was introduced Into the 
cellular organism, and said It bad al- 
r.-ad.v given m.-irliCAl results in tho 
lieatmeni of aiiinials. The professor 
expressed eonlideueo that bis . re- 
searches would permit similar curative 
results In humans, though he was un- 
able to say how sooai positive results 
will be obtained. ... 

Many delegates 'Were ■ Interested .lis- 
teners to Prof.' Behririg'a ' statement. 
X,ater they were aisked whether the 
present state of medical science held 
out the hope of a permanent cure of 
tuberculosis. Dr. Lawrence O. Frick 
of Philadelphia, in behalf of the Amer- ■ 
lean delegation said: 

"The present state of niedlcnl sci- 
ence holds out a. good prospect of a 
pennn'uont cure of tuberculosis wiiea 
(lu; disease is taken in its early stages, 
'i'liere is, however, not a Kpecidc rem- 
edy exeejit by proper alimentation and 
open-air life Avlth exercise duly re- 
stricted. If the present knowledge 
concerning Ihe moans of preventing 
lulierculosis was generally applied, it Is 
safe to say tliat tuberculosis would be 
stamped out of civilized countries 
within 2.'i years."

Oak Island is situated near the head 
of the bay, about four miles from the 
town of- Chester. 4 narrow channel 
separates' it from the mainland of 
Western Shore. The Island Is about a 
mile long and half as wide. Its forma- 
tion Is p. very hard. Vough clay. At Its 
eastern extremity flea a little crescent- 
shaped bay (Smith's Cove) whose ^ 
shores ■were originally covered with oak 1 '. 
trees, many of which are still to be 
seen. 

A hundred years ago, I'n this portion 
of the country, settlers were few ami 
far between, and the Island In ques- 
tion was without a single Inhabitant. 
One afternoon. In the year 1795, three 
young men.

A FEAT OF SEAMANSHIP. 

Westminster Oa/.ctle. 

rtear-Ailmiral Clmrb-s K. Clark, who 
has just gone on Ihe retireil list of the 
I'lilted States navy, disl lutniished him- 
self 111 the .Sp,-iiilsh-Ainerican war by 
an exploit less c.-nsalional than Hob- 
son's, hut of much more iiractlcal 
value. The Orei;on, of whicti bo was 
then caidain, w;is at San I'l-anclsco on 
.March )!), lUIoS. In the battel oif San- 
tiago on .lulv .1 she took a iiriniilnent 
part. Her r.'ice against time In the In- 
terval was a remarkable exhibition of 
seamanship. Her first run was a dis- 
tance of 4.400 miles to Callao, made at 
a speed of nearly thirteen knots. She 
pushed on through the Straits of Ma- 
gellan during 'darkness and storm at 
full speed. When she left Bahla it wns 
with the probability that she would 
have to encounter the whole Spanish 
fleet before reaching Cuban waters. 

Not the least notable feature of the 
story is the fact that when this Jour- 
ney wn.g over the Oresron wa.s In flrst- 
rato fighting condition, and excelled 
her sister ships in speed In the battle 
llseH'. Tills was due to Captain Clark's 
refusal to allow .salt water to be used 
In the boilers from Ihe timo the vessel 
left Kii,i^ I'rancisco until after Hie en- 
gagement, although this w,a,s the jirac- 
tlce on ollnn- ships. To secure this he 
put the olllcers and crew on short .al- 
lowance of fresli water in spite of llndr 
protests. It is being freely stated In 
the American press that Captain 
Cl.irk's services have been by no means 
adequately rewarded.
